BAR HILL PRE SCHOOL PLAYGROUP 


Remember those Christmas cards of Dickensian winter scenes? Mr. 
Pickwick would recommend viewing the snowy streets from behind 
the windows of . snug ber! For young children too, snow is 
best watched from the warm island of the house. Marooned inside 
toys and playthings take on a greater importance. But, whilst 
they are an essential part of growing up, no aspect of a. ; 
child's play is more important than the time he spends playing 
with his parents. 


Christmas brings many new games but ideas for indoor activities 
for the children are always welcome. Here is a simple and 

cheap game. Ona large sheet of brown paper, or spare wallpaper 
draw a plan of the area around your home, with squares for the 
houses in your road and the local shops. The children can be 
encouraged to add trees and flowers in suitable places and then 
cars and small dolls can be put on the map. Empty boxes or 
bricks~. could be used for speciel houses of friends. 


If the children are ill and confined in bed for a few days it 
is often difficult to think of enough things to help keep then - 
amused. A sick child does not want toys that are too demanding 
for him. Often it is the previously discarded babyish toys 
that are the most comforting. Toys should ideally be able to 
fit anto a large tray es this makes a firm, level pley surface. 
Building toys can be used for simple or complicated activities, 
hand and finger puppets help to keep the child company and 
fuzzy-felt textured baords are good for imaginative play. 
Sewing cards, dressing dolls and other sinilar activities ere 
all popular toys; drawing and puzzle books, packets of sticky 
coloured sheets with pads of plain paper and rub-en pictures 
are inexpensive and good value. A record or cassette player is 
gooc company if a child has to spend some time on his own, with 
nursery rhymes for the younger children and stories for older 
ones. Try to give as much attention as possible to the child, 
making clear however, that you do have certain jobs to do. 
Listening of stories read or told is very soothing and reassur- 
ing for a sick child. 


Removal vans can be seen in Bar Hill Village throughout the 
year. Children may be unsettled by | move and cling to the 
family, but eventually they have to learn to become less depen- 
dent on their home and mother. This takes time, opportunity 
and practice. Someone to play with and somewhere to play is: 
needed. 


At first children play with their families, but at about three 
yeers old they enjoy playmates of a similar age and stage of 
development. Children can learn from eqch other once they 
learn to play together but again this takes time, opportunity 
and practice. Playing together progresses in stages and & 
child needs to be at the right stage before he joins a group 
by himself, and must be carefully and gradually introduced. 
Before this the child needs to get used to just being with 
other children. Where? Parks, clinics, neighbour's houses and 
at Mother and Toddler groups, 


Mother and Toddler groups are an ‘off-shoot' of Playgroups and. 
are run by Mothers for themselves and others. The groups rep- 
resent a refusal to accept loneliness as a condition of Mother- 
hood. ‘Mothers are brought together with a common interest - 
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Carpenter and Joiner.

Heh eneed indicates that the separation of Mother and Child L 
should be gradual ond confident end that most children need to - 
be with their mothers:until they are three years old. Mother ; 
and Toddler groups encourage the Mothers to play with their 
children as the under 3's need © one to one relationship in 
nost things; group play comes later. 


Ber Hill Playgroup welcome a new group of children in January. 
Most have attended the Mother and Toddler group and already are . 
familiar with playing alongside other children. Older. children 
left Playgroup eager to start school, to which they had already 
made Several visits and were familiar with class room and 
teacher. The Pleygroup are grateful for these close links with 
other children's groups in the village. With such co-operation 
children and families move readily on from one stage to the 
next. 


Although children of under three do not attend normal Playgroup 
sessions it would help our Administrator to forecast future 
terms if "up and coning threes" could be registered early. 
Parents are invited to visit the Playgroup during tern time to 
give details and to see what we do. Remember that all fanilies 
are; welcone. at anytine to visit us.

YOUTH CENTRE REPORT AND APPEAL 


I would like to thank everyone who has helped the Youth Centre 
Project (Farm House) this last year to get the major building 
repairs and alterations inside started. Especially Mr. D. 
Haylock, Mrs. Pinnock, Mrs. Dunwoody, Mrs. Cullen also the 
Youth Committee, all of whom have given up hours of their time 
to plan and raise money for the Centre. Also many thanks to 
Gerry Craske and his band of loyal helpers who have done the 
cooking for our first three Discos which were a terrific 
success. Also to John Mayle of New Ideal Homes for the know- 
ledge and time he hes given to our enquiries. The building 
alterations are being carried out by John Hinchliffe as and 
when we reise sufficient funds to let him do work to the Centre 
At the present time about £3000 has been raised with the help 
of Grant Aid, Parish Council Loan, Jumble Sales, Fetes, Discos 
Sponsored Walk, Its a Knockout competition and many other 
small events. But this money has only paid for a few jobs to 
be started, plans, Surveyors fees, Arehitect, Electricity 
Board for supply cable and conneeting to the Meter, new 
window frames and glass, Sandtex paint, roof slates and wood, 
R.S.J.'S, Cement, bricks, door frames. Work to be done to 
bring the Centre up to a safe and legal status so that it can 
be used:- main sewerage, plumbing, stairs, fire doors, 
boarding, electric lights end points, water mains and floor 
repairs. To do this and other work will cost about £5800 
which is a lot of money for a few to raise. 


We have a number of Discos arranged, also sponsored events, 
Jumble Sale, Fete stalls. Also promised is help in an unusual 
event from the Players of Cambridge United. Thank you Mr. 
Docherty for the autographed football you gave es a raffle 
prize. 


In realistic terms, if every household in the village gave a 
donation of £5.50 this would help us get the Centre open within 
the year instead of three to four years at the present rate of 
monies raised. 


The need for the Centre to be opened is getting urgent as many 
of you are aware. The youth of the village require a place of 
their own to go at nights, weekends and holidays.
